We have carefully examined the performance records of all the newer varieties grown by us last 
summer and have selected those we consider most worthy of listing. Almost all of these 200 varieties 
are classed as “Recent Introductions,” which makes this catalog, we suspect, the most selective and 
complete list available for those desiring to add to their collections the best of the newer varieties. 


While tastes are bound to differ, there are certain outstanding varieties which in our opinion are 
worthy of special mention as being at the very top of the gladiolus world. The names of these are under- 
lined. There are several brand-new varieties which probably belong in this select class, although our 
experience with them is too limited to make us willing this year to assign them this definite top rating; 
these are indicated by an asterisk (*) placed before the name. The color class of each variety is given in 
parenthesis. In general, the NAGC and NEGS classifications have been followed, although a few ap- 
parent inconsistencies have been adjusted. 





We are again offering seeds from selected crosses made this past summer. If you haven’t grown seeds 
and seedlings, you have missed what is probably the most fascinating aspect of our hobby. Plant seeds 
an inch deep about two weeks after frost is out of the ground, never allowing the ground ‘to thoroughly 
dry out at any time during growth. Packets of 20 seeds of any of the crosses below are 50 cents each. 
Please mention at least one substitute cross, for while we have a good quantity the demand for seeds 
in recent years has been such that our supply of some items is usually exhausted before all orders can 


be filled.

Consequently we have available a small surplus 
of unbloomed seedling bulbs, about evenly divided between sizes 5 and 6 (with good care most should 
bloom next summer). While they last, we will supply them at 10 bulbs of a cross for $1, with a limit of 
3 lots to a customer. We suggest you order these early, and don’t be too disappointed if we are sold out. 
If any case, better name at least one alternate choice. While there'll be no overcount, we'll make it up 


elsewhere in your order.

Our bulbs are clean and high-crowned, and you will find that we fill orders generously. We never 
substitute without your permission. Orders will be filled and set aside in the order received. Payment in 
full will be expected before shipment. We send out orders postpaid the last half of March. 


Ten bulbs or bulblets will be sold at 8 times the single price and 100 bulblets at 8 times the rate 
for 10. Five at the 10 rate and 25 at the 100 rate. Because our growing space is limited, we do not under- 
take to supply over 10 bulbs or 100 bulblets of a variety to a customer. 


Cash discounts are given for all orders over $5. On orders from $5 to $10, subtract 5% discount; 
from $10 to $20, subtract 10%; and over $20, subtract 15%. If you prefer not to deduct your discount, 
we will make it up in extras that will please you. The variety Hamlet is not subject to discount. 


Indications are that the demand for certain varieties will be such that our supply in them may 
not last out the selling season. We therefore suggest that you send in your order early. While anything 
we still have available is always at your service, March 15 is about the last date we are in good position 


to accept orders.

Our 1950 Introduction Hamlet Class 454 


During the past season, 18 of our seedlings have received either Awards of Merit or Awards of 
Commendation. From these 18, we have selected Hamlet (44-L-6) for introduction. 


It is a lovely dark red self with no markings. The florets are somewhat waved and wide open with 
heavy substance. Hamlet has an absolutely clear color that catches the eye of both the growers and 
the public. Florets are strongly attached and the placement is excellent. One of the very few dark colored 
varieties that can be left out in rain or sunshine without burning, flecking or weather spotting. 


Grows 50”-55” tall with 16-17 buds on a 23”-27” flowerhead and opens six 5”-514” florets. Hamlet 
has very regular growth habits and practically all spikes from medium and large bulbs can be used. 
Over half of the spikes we used at the shows this year were grown from medium bulbs. A good propa- 
gator and has always been healthy. 


Has won three Awards of Commendation, three Awards of Merit, has been Best Seedling three 
times, and was a two-day winner in the color classes at the Connecticut show. In 1948 received an 
“A” at the Eastern International Show (the country’s top show) despite the fact that the spike was 
freshly picked and only had 3 open. This year received Awards of Merit from

Our list again this year is divided into two sections. The General List contains American, Canadian 
and foreign varieties which we have bloomed. For all foreign varieties, the country of origination is 
given after the name of the hybridizer except for the large introducers, Both (Australia), Errey (Aus- 
tralia), Konynenberg & Mark (Holland), and Salman (Holland). On foreign varieties, the first number 
after the name of the originator is the year of introduction abroad and the second number is the year 
the variety was first offered in this country. The descriptions of all varieties in this list are our own and 
are not copied from the introducer’s catalog. All performance records are taken from our own files and 
are given to show exactly how they have grown for us. Flowerhead measurements are taken the first 
day open. When fully open, they will usually be 1”-2" longer.

*GARDEN GOLD (512 Rich 48) A medium buff yellow with a 
deeper throat. Very fine and has looked like the best of the deep 
yellows during the past 2 years. Spikes were 56”-60” tall with 6-7 
large florets open on a 2614" flowerhead. 


GAY LALLY (466 Toon, N. Z. 46-49) A novelty glad. Hermosa 
pink flushed deep rose with a heavy lilac overcast and a pansy 
purple blotch. Good grower. Not attractive to us, but if the odd 
ones appeal to you, you may like it. 

EISENHOWER (542 Salman 46-48) Medium rose pink from 
Holland. A very strong husky grower with 7-8 6-inch florets open 
on a long head. One of the most outstanding varieties from Europe. 


45-49) Light rose or cycla- 
men florets. One of the most highly recommended all-around vari- 
eties from Australia for exhibition and commercial purposes. A 
fine color, somewhat similar to Miss Wisconsin. Should become 
very popular in this country. 


GLAMOROUS (524 G. Wilson 49) Beautiful deep salmon orange 
with a cream throat. Large heavily ruffled florets of good substance 
on a well-proportioned show spike. 


GLAMOUR GIRL (540 Tonklin, Aus. 47-48) Light pink with a 
small cherry blotch. Seems to be a very reliable grower and should 
make a good commercial. Well-proportioned spikes capable of 
opening up to 12. Another variety of same name listed on last 
page. 

GOLD CHEVRON (310 Beaton 50) A truly lacinated, needle- 
pointed and lightly frilled light yellow self. The 314"-4" wide-open 
florets are perfectly placed on a medium heavy and stiff plant. 
Carries 18 buds on a 20"-24"” flowerhead with up to 7 open. We 
have grown this as a seedling (H.B. 41-43) for 2 years and found 
it very consistent and attractive. We have brought 5 spikes to 
shows with the following results: Awards of Commendation from 
Connecticut, Western Massachusetts, and Eastern New York So- 
cieties; an A rating at Binghamton, and a blue ribbon in the 310 
class at Connecticut. We wonder how many other seedlings have 
won awards whenever shown. Gold Chevron is a strong, healthy 
propagator.

KELSEY (530 Yates 46) One of the most outstanding of the Picardy 
sports. A very lovely light salmon pink that grows 55”-60” tall 
with 18 buds on a 29” flowerhead and 7-8 six-inch florets open. 


KING OF THE BLACKS (554 Salman 48-49) Very dark red, one 
of the darkest. Large well-formed florets with 6-8 open on good 
spikes. May do extremely well here. 


KITTYHAWK (366 Both 43-48) A lovely clear lavender shading to 
a cream throat with a small darker lavender blotch. A top Aus- 
tralian show glad that should become a heavy winner here. Opens 
8-10 434” florets on a 21-bud spike 25” long. Very good. 


LADRONE (433 Palmer 47) A striking orange scarlet with a large 
yellow blotch. Produces a multitude of small bulblets that grow 
very well. Opens eight 5” florets. 


LADY MARIAN (460 L. White 48) An attractive light lavender 
rose that produces spikes with 8-10 434"-5” florets open on tall 
plants with a very long flowerhead. One of the outstanding show 
glads and a very promising commercial. Particularly attractive 
when opened from bud indoors. 


LAKE PLACID (506 G. Wilson 45) Tall, lovely ruffled cream with 
a yellow lip.

*MAPLE LEAF (590 Pletcher 46) Rosy brown with a pale scarlet 
orange blotch on a cream background. Grew 61” tall with 16-17 
buds on a 29” flowerhead and 6-8 614" florets open.

MARJORIE (532 Hatch 48) Medium salmon pink shading lighter 
toward center with a light rose throat. Massive florets of heavy 
substance, with 7-8 open. A strong grower and propagator. For- 
merly called Marjorie Phyllis. 

MARSDEN (520 N. Burn, N. Z. 46-48) Orange salmon with a deeper 
orange blotch. Slight flecking. Opens 9 5”-51!4” florets on a good 
flowerhead.

WHITE WINGS (400 Errey 45-48) A very beautiful ruffled white 
that is rated as one of the top varieties from Australia. Its beauty 
and stretchy spikes should make it popular here. 


WILMA DITTMAN (516 Maier 49) Pale buff shading slightly 
deeper in the throat with faint pink veining. A strong, husky 
grower that opens 6-8 6” florets on a long flowerhead. Certainly a 
good show glad and probably a good commercial prospect. 


WUTHERING HEIGHTS (420 Asquith, Aus. 41-49) A beautiful 
shade of orange salmon with a deeper blotch. Up to ten 5” florets 
open on a straight spike with good stretch. Heavy substance. One 
of the best from Australia. 


YANKEE LASS (440 Schenetsky 46) A lovely clear light pink self. 
The spike pictured on page 17 was 63” tall with 23 buds, a 3034" 
head with 534” florets. Good all-round grower. Consistent place- 
ment and strong attachment. One of the best show glads and a 
fine commercial. 
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We have grown the varieties in this list from bulblets or small bulbs, but have not bloomed them. 
All descriptions are based on the most accurate information we have been able to obtain. This list and 
our general list contain the cream of the newest varieties from Australia, New Zealand, and Europe. 


Name — (Class-Introducer- Year) Description 


*BLUE GIANT (576 Seed, Aus. 48-50) Claimed to be the largest 
and best blue ever introduced. Color is lavender blue with a slightly 
deeper throat. No flecking. Grows up to 6 feet tall with well-placed 
florets on a flowerhead of up to 30”. Good propagator. Sounds very 
outstanding. Have several glowing reports on it from “down under” 
such as “‘a formal blue, makes all other blues just third raters.” 


GLAMOUR GIRL (416 N. Burn, N. Z. 47-50) Light apricot, with a 
small cherry blotch. Opens up to I] on an exhibition-type spike. 
Another variety of same name listed on page 8. 


GOLDEN ENSIGN (512 Billiald, Aus. 48-50) We have high hopes 
that this will prove to be an excellent addition to the yellow classes. 
Described as a “sunflower” yellow, with a red feather. Large 
strongly attached florets on tall straight spikes. Award of Merit at 
Burnley in 1948. 


LA FAVORITE (436 K & M 49-50) Light, very brilliant scarlet 
with six 419"-5" lightly ruffled florets on a tall straight spike. A 
strong, healthy grower that gave very vigorous bulblet growth. 


RED ARMY (436 Moore, Aus. 46-50) Bright scarlet red that opens 
8-10 on a good spike. Won an Award of Merit at Burnley in 1946. 


ROYAL BLUE (478 Rowse, Aus. 48-50) Medium blue with a darker 
throat that should be a good addition to a weak class. A tall, strong 
grower with large well-placed and attractively formed florets. 


STATELINESS (430 Rowse, Aus. 45-50) Tall, stately light salmon 
with a small harmonizing red blotch. Vigorous grower with well- 
placed florets on a strong stem. Won First Class Certificate at 
Burnley in 1945. 


TUNIA’S ARISTOCRAT (585 Both 47-49) A blending of lilac, 
brown, orange, pink and smoke with a cerise blotch, surrounded 
by reddish brown. Claimed to be outstanding for exhibition.
